ADMISSION,  COURSE  OF  STUDY,  ETC, 


T  Ei  IV  M  S  OF  ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  produce  satisfactory  testimonials  that  they 
are  members,  in  good  standing,  of  some  Christian  church ;  that  they  possess 
competent  talents  ;  that  they  have  been  regularly  graduated  at  some  college  or 
university,  or  have  pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  the  common  college 
course.  Applicants  for  admission  to  an  advanced  standing,  must  present  a 
certificate  of  dismission  from  some  other  Theological  Seminary,  or  be  prepared 
for  examination  on  the  subjects  which  have  been  studied  by  the  class  which 
they  wish  to  enter. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  occupies  three  full  years.  In  the  West,  least  of  all,  is 
it  desirable  to  abridge  it.  Here,  if  anywhere,  the  minister  of  the  gospel  needs 
to  be  thoroughly  furnished.  The  studies  pursued  are  distributed  as  follows : 

Junior  Class. — Lectures  on  Theological  Encyclopedia;  Biblical  Hermeneu- 
tics ;  Hebrew  Archaeology :  Biblical  Geography ;  Hebrew  Grammar  ;  Exegesis 
of  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Scriptures;  Natural  Theology;  Evidences  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  ;  Exercises  in  Logic,  Bhetoric  and  Elocution ;  Church  History,  begun. 

Middle  Class. — Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy ;  Revealed  Theology ;  Exegesis 
of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  continued ;  Lectures  on  the  Composition  of 
Sermons ;  Criticism  of  Plans ;  Church  History,  continued. 

Senior  Class. — Lectures  on  Preaching;  Criticism  of  Plans  and  Sermons; 
Pastoral  Theology;  Positive  institutions  of  Christianity;  Church  Polity  ;  Exe¬ 
gesis  in  Hebrew  and  Greek,  continued;  Church  History,  finished. 

Exercises  in  public  speaking  throughout  the  course. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  Seminary  Library  contains  10,500  volumes.  It  was  selected  a  few  years 
since  with  great  care,  in  Europe,  and  is  exceedingly  well  furnished,  not  only 
with  the  standard  worts  in  the  several  departments  of  Theology,  but  also  in 
general  literature  and  science.  The  most  important  Theological  works  issued  in 
this  country,  Great  Britain  and  Germany,  are  regularly  added  as  they  appear. 

T  he  Beading-Boom  contains  the  most  valuable  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  of 
the  day. 

TEXT  BOORS. 

I  lie  hooks  required  by  the  student  on  entering  the  Seminary  are,  Rcediger’s 
Hebrew  Grammar;  Hahn’s  or  Theile’s  Hebrew  Bible;  Gesenius’s  Hebrew 
Lexicon,  translated  by  Dr.  Robinson ;  Tischendorf’s  Greek  Testament ;  Robin¬ 
son’s  New  Testament  Lexicon. 


EXPENSES. 

Bor  room,  furniture,  and  all  incidental  expenses,  ten  dollars  per  annum ;  fuel 
and  lights,  perhaps  from  eight  to  ten  dollars ;  board,  from  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  to  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  week.  In  various  ways,  there  are 
opportunities  for  students,  who  are  so  disposed,  to  defray  their  expenses,  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  by  their  own  exertions.  To  students  of  this  class  it  may 
be  said  with  confidence,  that  no  one  disposed  to  do  what  he  may,  should  be 
deterred  for  a  moment  from  joining  the  Seminary,  by  the  apprehension  of  not 
being  able  to  obtain  the  means  of  support. 

VWIVERS  V  IV  Y  ,  EXAMINATION,  ETC. 

The  anniversary  occurs  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June.  The  annual 
public  examination  of  the  classes  begins  on  the  Monday  preceding. 

The  next  term  will  commence  on  Wednesday,  September  17th,  1856.  It  is 
particularly  desired  that  all  who  expect  to  he  connected  with  the  Seminary ,  will, 
injustice  to  themselves,  to  the  other  students,  and  to  the  Institution ,  he  punctually 
on  the  ground  on  the  first  day  of  the  term.  Rooms  selected  are  not  reserved 

longer  than  one  week  from  the  commencement  of  the  term,  without  previous 
notice  of  the  cause  of  delay. 
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LOCATION  AND  POST  OFFICE  JVDDUESS. 

The  Seminary  buildings,  with  the  extensive  grounds  around  them,  are  situated 
on  Walnut  Hills ,  a  few  rods  north  of  the  limits  of  Cincinnati,  and  within  two 
miles  of  the  heart  of  the  city.  While  near  enough  to  reap  all  the  benefits  of  a 
city  residence,  the  Seminary  has  the  great  advantage  of  being  retired  from  its . 
noise,  and,  in  consequence  of  its  elevation,  of  enjoying  a  pure  and  healthful 
atmosphere.  Occupying  a  central  position,  and  regarded  as  one  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  sources  of  supply  at  the  West,  for  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregational 
Churches,  the  demands  of  which  for  pastors  are  always  beyond  the  power  of 
the  Seminary  to  meet,  its  situation  furnishes  those  special  advantages  for 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Western  field,  which 
nothing  but  a  residence  on  the  ground  can  give. 

•  As  the  Seminary  is  just  without  the  city  limits,  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to 
avoid  delay,  to  direct  the  letters  intended  for  the  Professors  or  Students,  to 
“Walnut  Hills,  Ohio.”
